Moreover, he still must
pay at least 20 per cent down to
get a certificate.

“2  The buyer of a home
vants to demolish it, move it
or remodel it so substantially
that he cannot do the work while
the tenant is occupying it. For-
merly, he was required only to
serve notice on the tenant and
OPA and then proceed to evict
according to local law.
